AN  ADDRESS 

TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  KEtfTVOCr. 

Fellow-Citizens  t 

IN  an  ape  of  fcience,--at  a  period 
when  all  the  old  fyltems  which  have 
governed  mankind  for  centuries,  are 
1  evolving  around  and  giving  birth  to 
new  principles  of  reflection,  it  is  your 
duty  to  examine  j  our  fituation,  and 
to  eltimate  rhe  particular  Aation  in 
which  you  are  placed,  amid  the  im- 
portant changes  which  arc  burlling 
around  yon.  Two  mighty  revoluti- 
ons, that  of  France  and  America,  have 
opened  tp the  human  mind  a  new  dif- 
play  of  our  natural  lights,  and  given 
origin  to  a  fyffein  of  think  ffcg  that 
aims  at  the  complete  exterininar ion  of 
thofe  tyrannical  principles, that  once 
deprived  you  or  jour  lawful  love- 
reigoty*  J  Ihry  have  taught  you,  that 
by  nature,  ypu  are  the  rulers  of  the 
earth  :  that  tor  centuries  your  prero- 
gati<  e«  .have  yielded  to  tiie  ambition 
oi  kings,  and  beau  wantonly  the (port 
of  every  pvil  propenGiy  oi  the  unman 
heait.  This  difcovery  by  the  bulk  of 
mankind,  ha*  been  made  fo  fuddenly, 
and  the  tranittjon  liom  Jlavery  to 
freedom  beenfu  inilanianeoufly  effee- 
tc<!,  that  we  (hould  be  under  fioine 
a:  pn-lunfirn  lelt  we  yield  to  thofe 
fuddpnimpulfei  of  eathuiinfin,  which 
new  fcepefl  a>e  apt  to  produce,  and  j 
Aide into  that  dangerous  extreme  ot  I 
action,  whi  h  accompanies  a  precipi- 
tate change  from  adverfity  to  profpe- 
rity.  Jt  i;>  in  a  wile  equilibrium  of 
conduct  in  your  national  opeiations, 
between  the  extremes  of  phitnzy  and 
fupinencls,  that  you  are  to  look  for 
every  bluffing  as  a  people,  and  10  cal- 
culate on  a  continuance  of  your  inde- 
pendence, your  fovereignty  and  your 
fcappineXs.  An  intemperate  zeal  in 
works  of  fo  great  importance  as  the 
pro  ectimi  of  your  freedom,  precludes 
that  maturity  of  nteafures  which  is  I 
eflemtnl  to  genuine  liuerty,  whilH  ic 
is  equally  endangered  by  a  lukewarm  ' 
in-'ifference  to  the  concerns  of  your  I 
public  fituation.  The  fiill  will  recal  ! 
to  your  experience,  the  calamities 
from  v\  bich  you  are  now  free,  kfei  ongh 
the  bloody  channels  of  anarchy  and 
revolution,— and  the  lair,  place  you 
in  the  fame  degrades  condition,  with 
the  di  (honor  ot  having  fobmitled  to 
flaveiy  without  a  druggie  for  tree 
dom.  Bur  whilff  I  have  the  corfola- 
ti«n  t<<  think,  that  it  is  impoll  ble  for 
you  e\  er  tofttbinit  to  the  fitter,  w  ith- 
out  bringing  into  action  the  noil  en- 
ergetic oper  ations,  it  is  an  objeel  of 
regret,  which  experience  has  taughr, 
tliat  you  have  rtifcovered  too  j.r«at 
an  apt itudc  to  relii  qnifh  deliberation 
in  what  roof)  materially  concet  ns  y  our 
welfare,  and  to»u  ld  to  t lie  hsurolfe 
of  a'aduaveuthuiiafm,  rarher  than  to 
the  milder  fuggeftions  pfreaJen. 

BefOrej  and  for  feme  years  after 
the  the  levoli.rion  i«  Fiance,  there 
was  nor  a  mcic  fiber  or  rational 
clafs  cf  einzfns  than  (lie  peoi,  !e  oi  the 
United  Writes.  Having  gained  a 
knowledge  oi  iheir  rights,  and  of  the 
powers  which  they  had  placed  in  iheir 
government  they  appear  to  I  ase  yiel- 
ded obt  diet.ee,  from  a  c.  nviciion  of 
its  propriety,  und  to  h:>\c-  defpjfed 
the  attempts  which  were  then  made, 
to  aliens;  -  their  -.'t ions  from  their 
govet  iwnt  t  r.  i  heir  attachment  to 
the  rflufc  of  Krai«ce  accompanied  its 
focrefles  in  i!ie  field  and  the  cabinet  ; 
but  the  misfortune *»**■  lhatrvea  af- 
ter th  ;r  iiasion  bad  bid  adlru  to  rhe 
principles  of  rrp»l:iicarifm,  &  display- 
ed every  inelinntioc  to  abandon  the 
law  of  Immunity  to  the  impulfe  of 
ambition,  a  great  port  of  the  citizens 
of  America  appear  to  have  mode  no 
diferiiai nation  between  the  canfe  of 
Ijbert}  and  the  meafui  es  which  Franrc 
adopted  to  obtain  it.  It  was  ibis  prin- 


ciple which  gave  origin  to  the  fpirit 
of  party  in  our  country,  and  deffroy- 
ed  tliat  tranquility  which  our  remote 
fituation  and  the  e,ood  fenfe  of  our  ci- 
tizens enabled  us  to  cultivate.  To 
increafe  this  fpirit,  which  has  fo  ef 
fectuaily  agitated  our  country,  as  al 
molt  to  threaten  our  fovereignty  with 
deitruction,  a  fetof  revol  utionat  y  phi 
lofophers  fprung  up,  whofe  conltant 
buiinefs  it  has  been,  to  inflame  the 
minds  of  the  people,  and  to  deflroy 
all  attachment  to  thoie  energetic  mea 
Cures,  which  good  government  requires 
to  piotecrt  them  in  fecarity  and  hap 
pinefs.  Their  cenflant  aim  has  been 
to  lodge  fuch  a  power  in  the  hands  of 
the  people,  as  almolt  to  deflroy  the 
intentions  of  civil  government,  which 
neither  political  jnftice  demat.ds,  or 
found  policy  can  authorize,  fience 
it  is,  fellow-citizens,  that  you  have 
been  drawn  incauiionlly  from  the  oii- 
ginal  purity  of  your  motives  in  the 
eltabliflinnnt  of  your  federal  govern- 
ment ;  and  are  unfortunately  verging 
on  to  that  dangerous  extreme  in  poli- 
tics, which  1  have  guarded  yon  a- 
gainft  in  the  liifl  part  of  this  add  re  is 
Permit  me  lieie  to  make  lb  me  ob 
fervations  on  the  lubject  of  govern- 
ment. They  may,  pet  haps,  ferve  to 
mature  your  reflections  on  tli3t  itn- 
poitant  ficience,  and  exhibit  to  you 
the  abfurdity  of  thofe  vifionary  fyll 
cms,  which  fome  defipnirg  characters 
may  be  modeling  to  involve  y  our  fair- 
eft  prolpec'ts  in  ruin. 

1  o  underftand  the  origin  of  poli'i- 
cal  newer,  it  mult  be  confident  that 
all  men  ate  placed  by  the  hand  of  the 
Stipieme  Being,  in  a  (late  of  perlec": 
fietdom.  In  this  hate,  which  is  call- 
ed the  Hate  of  nature,  they  are  per- 
mitted to  order  their  actions  as  they 
fliall  think  proper,  and  dilpofe  of  iheir 
penc  ns  and  property,  wiihin  the  re- 
Arictions  of  natural  law,  without  the 
leave  or  the  will  of  any  other  man 
whatever.— T his  circumflance  ot  all 
men  being  born  fret,  precludes  the 
iJea  of  a  leperate  jut  i'diJiioti  ot  ac- 
tion, belonging  toany  part  of  the  hu- 
man i  are,  or  of  any  f  uperioi  ity  of  i  a- 
tural  privileges,  above  ;>n)  individual, 
in  the  ftate  ot  nature.  liente  aiil'e« 
the  perfect  equality  of  men.  Being 
all  born  promih  uoully  together,  wjiji 
the  liberty  of  ufiog  the  fame  faculties, 
the  fame  privileges,  and  fuLjec'c  to 
the  fame  j  ropenfiiies,  wi;h  each  oth 
er.  —  From  the  fit  11  vjewot  this  prime 
val  condition  of  mankind,  it  would  be 
luppoled.that  the  prerogatives  of  per- 
fect  freedom  and  tqnality,  would  be 
with  reluc'tance  yielded  up;  that  a 
fubmiflion  to  the  will  and  countroul 
of  any  other  power  would  be  to  yield 
an  empire  con  rail  ing  every  thing  that 
hi^  nature  could  delire.  but  this  dif- 
ficulty is  ealily  obviated,  when  it  Ss 
dKtOttertd,  that  alr*ough  matt  has  a 
natnral  inherent  right  to  freedom  ami 
<  quality,  the  enjoyment  of  them  are 
continually  expolt  d  to  the  violence  of 
others,  and  too  uricei  tain  to  hazaid. 
i.very  man  being  polleflrd  of  the  fame 
powers  with  each  or  lier,  and  not  choo- 
ling  to  be  regtilated  by  tlu  ilfictefi  e- 
qu:ty,  mull  render  his  acquifitions, 
in  the  flate  of  nature,  too  vague,  r.nd 
infeenre  to  rendei  fncha  fituation  the 
rlj'cr  of  his  defi.es  ;  although  he  is 
in  p<  lieffion  of  that  perfeOt  freedom 
an<l  equality,  which,  under  the  regu- 
lations of  jnll  ice,  might  be  the  belt 
guardians  of  his  hapj  inefs.  — It  it  this 
precarious  fituation  which  makes  him 
willing  to  relir.quiiii  a  flate  which 
is  filled  with  continual  fears  and  dan- 
gers, and  to  feekthat  protect  ion  w  hir  h 
ne  ran  alone  i  nd  in  the  power,  the 
mercy  &  juflice  of  a  focial  connexion. 

Thus  it  appears  that  the  end  of  this 
focial  connexion,  and  the  formation 
of  government,  is  derived  from  a  de- 
fine to  prefervethe  lives,  liberties  and 
cilat.es  of  mankind.     Jn  this  flate, 


there  are  many  things  to  be  procured 
for  the  piefervation  of  thefe  proper 
ties,  which  the  flate  of  nature  is  netef- 
larily  deficient  in  ;  and  which  its  ve- 
ry genius  and  condition  precludes  the 
polhbility  of" afi'oiding.  1  hele  wants 
are, 

ill.  A  known  and  eflablifhed  /aw, 
received  by  common  content,  to  fettle 
the  diffetei.ee  between  right  and 
wiotig,  and  as  the  criterion  by  which 
the  occurrences  bet  ween  man  and  man 
may  be  fairly  and  impartially  adjult- 
ed  ;  fo  as  not  to  permit  the  undue  in- 
fluence of  interell  to  invade  the  rules 
of  juflice,  or  the  bias  of  pallion  and 
prtjudice  to  encroach  upon  the  lights 
of  others. 

2dly.  Another  want,  which  the  flate 
of  nature  cannot  afford,  is,  an  tinpar- 
luijudgt,  to  determine  ail  differences 
according  to  this  law  :  and 

jdly.  A  power  tjr fupport  the  fen- 
tence  when  made,  and  10  give  it  due 
cxettitton.  It  is  for  the  purpofe  of 
procuring  thefe  convenient  inflitu- 
tions,  that  man  i  elimiuifhes  the  II  ate  of 
nature,  and  prefers  a  Hate  ot  fociety. 
The  dangers  which  he  is  expo  red  to, 
when  no  rule  of  right  and  wrong  is 
cflablifhed  ;  where  no  impartial  dcci 
(ion,  in  the  adjustment  oi  his  claims, 
can  poflibly  be  made,  and  where 
no  pow  er  above  another  tan  be  au- 
tboiifcd  to  execute  a  lighteous  de- 
cree, when  his  privileges  are  invaded, 
f  or  the  pin  pole  of  retiihution,  drive 
him  into  fociety,  and  make  him  wil- 
ling to  fubmit  bis  right  of  punifhmg, 
to  fuch  powers,  and  by  fuch  rules  as 
the  community  fliall  ag\ce  on  j— and 
thus  we  difcover  the  oiigin  of  the  le- 
gifiative,  the  judiciary  and  executive 
branches  of  government. 

But  notv>  ithflanding  men  have  giv- 
en up  the  prerogatives  thty  enjoyed 
in  a  flate  of  nature,  when  they  enter- 
ed into  the  focial  union,  it  mult  not 
be  undeiffood  that  it  was  without  a 
tefervation,  or  without  tliablifhirg 
fume  lin  iis,  beyond  which  the  fociety 
could  not  advance.  They  were  only 
reiiaqoWhed,  to  be  fo  far  difpoled  oi 
by  the  legillature,  as  the  good  of  foci- 
ety required  ;  which  is  obliged  to  fe- 
cure  the  life,  the  liberty  and  the  pro 
perry  of  every  member  ol  the  con  mu- 
nity.  by  providing  againfl.  all  thole 
inconveniences  which  rendei  ed  the 
(tare  of  nature  unfafe.  In  whatever 
eflate  therefore  the  fuprensc  authority 
of  a  commmvity  be  lodged,  it  is  botind 
in  its  legiflative,  judicial  and  execu- 
tive capacities,  to  pafs  and  promulgate 
its  law*  for  the  benefit  of  the  people. . 
to  effatilifh  indifferent,  and  upright 
judges,  to  diitribute  jullice  by  thefe 
laws,  and  to  tile  what  force  fh all  be 
necflh  ry,  in  the  execution  of  them, 
to  prelerve  the  people  in  quietude  and 
fafety  at  home,  fciul  to  repel  the  en- 
ci  i  s'  iiincnts  of  f  oi  eign  power. 

When,  any  body  of  men,  (as  I  have 
oblerved)  agree  to  leave  the  flate  of 
nature,  to  leek  an  afylom  from  dan- 
gers in  the  bofcm  of  fociety,  they  be- 
come one  body  politic,  v  herein  an.aje- 
rity  ha»e  the  moft  inc ontrovertable 
right-to  ac>,  and  to  conclude  cn  fuch 
regulations  as  fliall  enhance  the  good 
of  the  community.  This  community 
being  eftahlifhed  by  individual  con- 
fir nt,  it  gives  power  to  this  body  of 
men  to  aJt  as  one  body  and  agreeably 
to  the  witi  of  the  greater  part  of  it. — 
Thi'  body  of  joint  and  ronfenting  in* 
di% iduals,  muff  necellarily  move  one 
way;  otherwife  it  could  not  be  an  in 
corporation,  but  a  divided  mafs,  in- 
compatible witb  our  ideas  of  union 
and  political  allbciation.  There  is 
alio  an  obligation,  on  each  individual 
enttiing  into  fociety,  to  obferve  the 
rules  ot  a  majority  and  to  fubmit  to 
what  it  may  eflablilh  as  the  criterion 
of  acfiion  nmor.g  men;  otherwife 
there  could  be  no  compact,  no  agree- 
ment, no  duty,  to  biud  each  individu- 


al, different  from  thofe  which  he  pof- 
lelled  in  a  fta-e  of  natuial  liberty. 
Further,  if  men  in  a  political  union, 
do  not  confent  to  be  governed  by  the 
Majority,  it  is  impofl.ble,  from  the  na- 
tuie  of  things,  to  collect  the  opinions 
of  the  whole,  or  of  each  individual — 
/vnd  even  if  this  was  practicable, 
there  would  bs  discovered  fuch  a  va- 
riety of  opinions,  from  a  d il parity  of 
inteieff,  from  the  impulfe  of  pall  on 
and  of  prejudice,  that  nothing  netifive 
could  be  accomplifhed,  all  haimni.y 
would  be  deitroyed,  and  the  govern- 
ment no  longer  the  rule  ol  adit  n, 
would  only  c:all  to  rail  into  ruin,  the 
fame  day.  It  mult,  therefore,  he  un- 
dei  flood,  my  feilow  citizens,  that  no 
community  of  men,  can  poflibly  exilt, 
without  an  agreement  to  abide  by  the 
detei  mina;icnof  a  i/.prtty — There  ne- 
ver did,  there  never  can,  and  there 
never  will  exift  a  jr:e  govt* -«*w*f  and 
a  free  people,  without  this  right  be  per- 
mitted, within  the  reltrictionl  I  have 
laid  down.  It  is  a  principle  upon 
whkh  the  only  perfect  commonwealth 
can  polhbly  be  fotu  ded  ;  and  without 
w  hich,  tyranny,  in  one  form  oi  other, 
Will  certainly  be  cflablifhed,  be  the 
exei  tions  of  the  people  what  they  will. 

Thefe  ffrictures  on  the  lubject  of 
government,  natutally  lead  to  an  en- 
quiry into  the  nature  and  effect  of  the 
prefent  anarchical  fpirit  which  pre- 
vails, the  opp<  fiiion  difcover  able  to> 
the  meafures  of  ihe  general  govern- 
ment, and  as  thefe  principles  particu- 
larly apply  to  the  citizens  ot  Kentuc- 
ky. 

it  has  been  ohferved,  that  the  poli- 
tical operation*  iir  France,  have  had  a 
very  confidei  able  influence  upon  the 
politics  of  America  ;  iliac  this  influ- 
ence has  been  much  incieafed  by  the 
infinuatic  ns  c  f  a  t  e  rutin  c  lafs  of  to- 
I  iati  Kletaphj  ficians,  whole  aim  it 
was  to  inflame  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple and  to  deiUoy  that  attachment 
to  the  energetic  meafures  of  govern- 
ment, fo  ellemial  to  good  order  and 
harmony.  Thefe  principles,  lay  the 
foundation  for  the  prtieut  unhappy 
difunion  in  ferttihyern  among  c  ur  citi- 
zens ,  and  in  which,  the  na\m  e  of  the 
piefrnt  anarchical  fpirit  appears  to  be 
involved.  No  difcrimination  being; 
ma:«e  between  the  caufe  for  which  the 
revolution  ia  France  was  brouDbXa!- 
Lc  ut,  and  the  1<  ng  black  catalogue  of 
enormities  which  fhal!  blacken  her 
hiflory  lor  ages  yet  to  rone,  no  Im- 
partiality of  judgment  being  ufed  to 
draw  a  line  betw  een  a  great  hnd  mag- 
nanimous narion  fl:  Ugg'ing  to  be  free, 
and  one  ftmggling  to  tear  up  by  the 
roots  the  molt  facred  obligations  cf 
humanity  and  juftice,  a gt eat  portion 
of  our  citizens  became  the  dupes  of 
piinciples  which  have  been  untbar.k- 
fully  received,  and  as  t.nwifely  recri- 
minated on  tbemfelves.  They  have 
divided  frcm  the  party,  which,  glob- 
ing with  the  ,'pirit  of  independence 
and  patriotifm,  have  refolved  to  think 
with  impartiality  upon  the  nieafr.res 
of  France,  and  to  fupport  that  gov- 
Irnment  which  fortune  Ihotild  render 
dear  to  eveiy  true  American.  This 
unfortunate  difunion  in  fentiment, 
this  deriliction  of  the  candid  invelli- 
gation  which  appeared  neceflary  ro 
decide  on  what  part  we  (bould  think 
ai  d  act  towards  the  mealurcs  of 
France,  marked  out  the  infatuated 
part  of  American  citizens,  as  the  prey 
of  ambition,  and  asafuirable  facrafice 
to  the  defigns  of  emperical  dema- 
gogties.  Among  this  clafs,  n  en  of  ru- 
ined f  ortunes,  ot  disappointed  nn-bi- 
tion  and  of  blafled  hop-g.  w  ho  either 
fought  an  afylum  in  voloatar]  expatri- 
ation or  compuKive  exile  became  the 
moltproniinrent  in  meafurs.  which 
were  to  lay  the  ftructure  ol  their  own 
grandeur,  upon  the  ruins  of  their 
unhappy  country.  Of  couria  al]  ihe 
machinery  of  ait  \?M  fcr  ]n  mcuoa  to 


t**  fpiii:  cf  party  when  decli- 
iiiag,  and  to  blow  i:  into  flame  as  long 
as  ic  exided. —  rhe  attachment  which 
■the  people  may  have  i!i (covered  to 
the  government  of  their  choice,  was 
iiiTintly  marked  out  tor  deltrnction. 
France  an  t  Preach  politics  were  al- 
ways right,  and  the  meafures  which 
were  extorted  from  the  American 
government  by  the  injhfliee  of  that 
nation,  were  always  the  objects  of 
reprobation.  The  duties  and  formal- 
ities which  were  ufed  towards  Great 
Britain  by  America,  and  which  her, 
own  intereft  could  not  have  demand- 
ed as  facrifices  to  her  ancient  preju- 
dices, were  deemed  as  the  ofFspring 
of  a  defired  connexion  with  that  mo- 
narchy, and  :is  an  Uttjuft  partiality 
againlt;  the  French  nation.  Even 
thofe  principles  of  civil  government, 
which  the  Americans  had  chofen  as 
the  bafis  of  their  liberty,  were  wan- 
tonl)  attacked,  and  worq  to  that  fliin- 
fy  texture,  by  the  chymical  power  of 
metaphyseal  reafordng,  which  can 
never  be  embraced  by  practice,  and 
are  too  inefficient  iO  fupport  a  people 
Who  are  neceff.iriiy  governed  by  pow- 
erful interests  and  forcible  prejudices. 
The  fovereignty  of  the  people'  was 
cried  up  in  every  pamphlet  and  eve- 
ry  news  paper  ;  they  were  told  that 
they  were  the  lords  of  the  creation, 
that  they  mould  watch  witli  folici 
tude  over  their  freedom,  that  then 
government  was  verging  towards  ai  i- 
itoci  acy  an.l  opprcfli».n,  and  that  they 
were  then  Handing  on  the  brink  of 
fl.ivery.  It  is  no  wonder  that  this 
language  continually  ringing  in  the 
ear,  fhould  almoft  induce  the  people 
to  believe  that  gnvei  nrntnt  was  nunc- 
cefiary  as  it  attacked  a  portion  ot 
their  natural  liberty,  and  that  at  any 
rate  the  meafures  which  were  adopt- 
ed by  the  general  government  tor 
their  fecin  ity  and  happin.-fs,  equalled 
the  tyranny  of  Britain  or  the  oppref 
fion  ot  deTpOtic  countries.  Fellow- 
citizens,  upon  this  particular  fubjeCt 
you  can  never  err,  if  you  reflect  hat 
government  is  a  neceiiary  evil  which 
cannot  be  difpenfed  wiih  ;  that  tnis 
neceflity  for  its  exiltence,  srifes  from 
the  dangerous  confeqUencel  which 
would  attend  the  influence  of  thofe 
pafliops,  interefti  &  prejudices  Which 
yo8  all  intiit  feel  ;  that  govcirimcnr 
'being  therefore  neceiiary,  :t  is  neither 
prudent  to  put  fo  much  power  in  your 
ovj/2  hands,  a-  to deftray  its  intentions, 
or  fo  much  in  the  Hands  oj  tthtrt  as 
to  endanyer  your  liberties.  A  pro- 
per equilibrium  of  power  is  coniuu  ut 
vitn  wildom,  and  affords  the  bed  pro- 
tection againlt  every  kind  of  en- 
croachment which  might  invade  youi 
lia j>pinds  as  a  peo.de.  If  mankind 
were  entirely  virtuous,  gbv'eruuieiil 
would  be  unnecellary  ;  a  id  the  belt 
I y (tern  that  yon  can  now  conceive  of, 
would  not  be  fupeiior  to  the  molt  op- 
preilive.  As  this  period  can  never  ar- 
rive from  the  nature  of  man,  it  is  his 
duty,  dictated  by  his  Intereft,  to  fnb- 
mit  to  that  fyllem,  which  has  the  molt 
proportionable  powers  over  the  evil 
propenliries  and  difpofitions  of  his 
heart.  'I  h us  the  crime  receives  it.-, 
doe  pnnifhtnent,  which  in  hs  effects, 
cftabliihes  the  order,  the  harmony 
and  happinefs  of  lociety. 

The  effects,  my  Fellovv-citir.ens, 
which  the  prevent  anarchical  fpiric 
lias  produced,  appear  in  that  difunion 
of  opinion  on  the  fubject  ot  your  na- 
tionsT  affair*,  w Jjich  placcsyour  liber- 
ty and  your  fovereignty  in  a  ltate  of 
danger.  What  advantages  do  you 
expect  to  reap  from  differing  in  fen- 
timent  from  a  majority  of  your  filter 
flates,  when  the  united  voice  ot  Ame- 
rica demands  your  unanimity  as  a 
neceiiary  expedient  for  your  Jalvati-

to  overrun  three  of  the  molt  fertile 
counties  of  the  kingdom,  and  cut  or! 
for  ten  days  all  communication  be- 
tween the  South  and  the  capitol.  E- 
ven  now  we  are  obliged  to  fight  daily, 
to  keep  open  this  precarious  commu- 
nication. 

A  great  part  of  the  town  of  Naas  is 
now Tn  ruins,  ami  fuch  employment 
do  the  troops  there  find",  that  lor  the 
lair  29  days,  not  cue  of  them  has  been 
undrclt,  and  fome  of  the  out  polls  are 
beaten  in  every  nicjht,  and  the  corn 
and  cattle  carried  off  for  fcveral  miles 
round  them.

Yeffcrday,  letters  were  rceived 
from  Ennifcerthy,  flaring  that  gen.
